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Add 500 Employes In 
Norge Refrigerator 
Production Boost 


CHICAGO — Addition of 500 
workers to its Muskegon Heights, 
Mich., refrigerator and home 
freezer plant has been announced 
by the Norge Div. of Borg-Warner 
Corp. 

Enthusiastic dealer acceptance 
and orders for the division’s 1954 
refrigerator line were given as the 
reason for the hirings, according 
to George P. F. Smith, president. 

Norge expects to reach a pro- 
duction rate of 1,500 refrigerators 
daily within a few weeks, he said, 
which includes production of ‘“Cus- 
tomatic” refrigerator-freezer com- 
binations. 

The recent hirings bring to 
approximately 2,500 the number 
of workers employed at the plant, 
which is also engaged in defense 
production. 


Phila. Jan. Distributor 
Sales of 5 Appliances Rise 


PHILADELPHIA — January dis- 
tributor sales of five major electrical 
appliances in the five-county area 
around Philadelphia were higher than 
‘in the same month of 1953 and those 
of two declined, the local electrical 
association reported recently. 

Gains were recorded by air condi- 
tioners, clothes dryers, dishwashers, 
ranges, and refrigerators, but home 
freezers and water heaters lost 
ground. 

Air conditioner sales showed the 
biggest increase, rising from 640 a 
year ago to 1,761 in January of this 
year. Sales of dryers climbed to 
1,067 from 756, dishwashers to 406 
from 257, ranges to 1,721 from 1,192, 
and refrigerators to 5,517 from 4,917. 

Freezer sales dropped from 1,457 
to 544 and those of water heaters 
from 864 to 613. 


I-H First Quarter Sales 
5.6% over '53 Period 


CHICAGO — International Har- 
vester Co. has announced that its 
sales of refrigeration equipment for 
the first three months of its fiscal 
year beginning Nov. 1, 1953, in- 
creased by 5.6% over the ‘correspond- 
ing period a year ago. 

First-quarter sales, of refrigera- 
tors, freezers, air conditioners, and 
dehumidifiers totaled $9,162,796, 
against $8,678,358 in 1953. 

R. H. Burnside, assistant man- 
ager of general sales in charge of 
refrigeration products for Harvester, 
attributed the gain to extensive local 
promotions participated in by dealers, 
distributors, and district offices. 

Dealer reaction to the new I-H 
line for 1954 has been extremely 
favorable, according to Burnside. 
Dealer orders have been running well 
ahead of a year ago, he said.

efrigeration Methods 


ANN ARBOR, Mich.—Only a 
handful of 162 Ann Arbor restau- 
rants examined recently by the Ann 
Arbor Board of Health met the 
requirements set up by the depart- 
ment, which include the use of 
proper and adequate refrigeration 
equipment, a recent report reveals. 

Restaurants serving the University 
of Michigan campus area tended to 
be more lax in meeting requirements 
than other restaurants in Ann Arbor. 

Of the restaurants covered in the 
study, 30% violated regulations gov- 
erning proper refrigeration of food- 
stuffs. Forty-three percent failed to 
keep equipment clean, and 53% were 
found lax in sterilizing utensils. 

Dr. Otto K. Engelke, city health 
officer, commenting on the study, 
said: “We are asking additional 
health safeguards.” 


Room Coolers Get Big

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—Room air

Famous N. J. Restaurant 
Adds Air Conditioning 
To Improve Facilities 


METUCHEN, N. J.—One of New 
Jersey’s oldest and most popular res- 
taurants, The Pines, in Metuchen, 
has taken another major step in the 
improvement of its facilities with 
the addition of air conditioning in 
its main dining room. 

The new cooling system, which 
utilizes a factory-assembled UsAirco 
central station air conditioning plant, 
was installed by Nicholas Schwalje, 
Metuchen contractor. 

The main dining room, which ac- 
commodates 300 persons and includes 
a bandstand and dance floor, is cooled 
by a UsAirco 25-ton “Refrigerated 
Kooler-aire” unit, with built-in eva- 
porative condenser. A single supply 
duct, encircling the dance floor, has 
grilles on both sides. 

Conditioned air is discharged in 
one direction to blanket the dance 
floor and in the other to cool the 
remainder of the 4,800-sq. ft. room. 
Return air is taken under the band- 
stand. 

The room, widely used for social 
functions, weddings, dances, ban- 
quets, and special holiday programs, 
is expected to enjoy greater popu- 
larity during the warm weather as 
a result of this innovation, according 
to Joseph C. Callahan, owner. The 
new cooling system will also con- 
tribute to all-year comfort by its ef- 
fective winter ventilating action, it 
was pointed out. 

The Pines has been famous in 
north New Jersey for more than 50 
years both as an eating place and a 
picnic site. After it was severely 
damaged by fire in early 1951, the 
dinner room and cocktail lounge were 
completely reconstructed and air con- 
ditioned. During the past summer, 
Callahan completed his modernization 
program with the installation of this 
cooling system for the main dining

Home Laundry Associations Ask 


For Repeal of 10% Excise Tax 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Represen- 
tatives of five trade associations con- 
nected with the home laundry appli- 
ance industry recently presented an 
appeal to the House Ways and Means 
committee to repeal the 10% excise 
tax on ironers and dryers. 

“While the housewife sits on her 
pocketbook and waits for this tax to 
be eliminated,” the groups presenta- 
tion said, “production goes down, 
inventories pile up, and men get laid 
off from their jobs... . 


CONGRESS WOULD GET CREDIT 


“We'd like to be able to tell every 
housewife in every part of the land 
by means of a special tag on each 
dryer and ironer shipped from our 
factories that the price of these two 
essential appliances was reduced by 
the 83rd Congress.” 

Headed by the American Home 
Laundry Manufacturers Association, 
the organizations represented also 
included the National Appliance and 
Radio-TV Dealers Association, the 
International Association of Electri- 
cal Leagues, the National Rural 
Electrical Cooperative Association, 
and the Appliance Parts Jobbers 
Association. 

Simultaneously, all members of 
Congress and key government offi- 
cials received a brief, graphic bro- 
chure presenting the industry’s case 
against the tax. 

The case boiled down to this: 


“Since nobody seems to want these 
emergency excise taxes, what justi- 
fication is there for continuing them 
now ?” 

The group pointed out that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had declared last 
year that the excise taxes made little 
economic sense, that the Republican 
Party in 1950 had gone on record as 
favoring the abolishment of excise 
taxes during peacetime, and that 
every secretary of the treasury since 
Morgenthau has come out against 
peacetime excise taxes. 

While the tax has brought the 
government only about $9,000,000 per 
year in the 27 months it has been 
in effect, the group pointed out, it 
has had a depressive effect on the 
industry. 


SALES HAVE DECLINED 


Since the tax has been imposed, 
the group said, ironer sales have 
declined 42%, four major manufac- 
turers have withdrawn from ironer 
production, and the extra $20 to $25 
added to the cost of these products 
has removed them from the average 
family budget. 

Text of the card shown to the 
committee read: “The price of this 
dryer (or) ironer has been reduced 
$25 through the action of the 83rd 
Congress in repealing the manufac- 
turers’ excise tax.” 

The lettering was superimposed on 
a background showing the capitol.

“At great expense we tried various 
devices to overcome the unavoidable 
odors,” Goldman’ reported. None 
worked because they failed to at- 


tack the problem at its source. 

At this point, engineers of the Pur

Customers’ Questions 


CHICAGO—Roy Baumann calls his 
appliance firm here a “TV and Ap- 
pliance Cafeteria.” 

Baumann, who started in business 
in 1926 with a $200 loan and now 
operates a $500,000-a-year business, 
refers to his outlet as a “cafeteria” 
because along a counter in his store, 
arranged cafeteria-style, are catalogs, 
pictures, price lists, and specification 
sheets for every appliance he has or 
can get. 


Not Enough Floor Space 
For Every Model 


Without enough floor space to dis- 
play every model of every line he 
sells, Baumann developed the “cafe- 
teria” display because he believes 
that a dealer’s best chance to sell a 
prospect is on his first visit. 

“When a prospect is_ interested 
enough to come into the store, he’s 
interested enough to buy, says Bau- 
mann. “Our cafeteria setup helps 
to keep customers from walking out 
when a certain item happens to be 
out of stock.” 

Other productive ideas have helped 
build Baumann’s business, too. Believ- 
ing that that appliance buyers should 
be good prospects for homes, he 
studied the real estate business, ob- 
tained a real estate broker’s license 
in 1951, and set up an office in con- 
nection with his appliance store. The 
combination has proved practical and 
workable, he reports. 


Parking Meters Offered 
Chance To Make Friends 


When parking meters were in- 
stalled along the street in front of his 
store, some of the other neighborhood 
merchants feared an adverse effect 
on business, but Baumann took ad- 
vantage of the situation. 

He keeps a large bottle of pennies 
in his store for prospects to use in 
parking meters. “Whether they ac- 
cept the pennies or not,” he says, 
“the offer sticks in their minds. It’s 
an inexpensive way to make friends.” 

In his advertising, Baumann uti- 
lizes the Chicago Tribune’s Selective 
Area plan that gives his store fea- 
tured listing in product ads circulated 
with the northwest neighborhood sec- 
tion of the Chicago Tribune. 

Baumann’s store gets virtually the 
full benefit of the ad in his immediate 
training area, but his part of the cost 
is low because the advertising is paid 
for jointly by the manufacturer and 
distributor of the advertised line and 
by participating dealers in all five 
Tribune neighborhood zones. 


Incentive Commission Plan 


Baumann pays his salesmen a sal- 
ary plus commissions based on 
amount of profit involved for the 
store on each sale. On television sets, 
for instance, the salesman gets a 5% 
commission on the first set he sells. 
For the second, he gets 6%%, the 
third, 74% %, the fourth, 8%%, and for 
the fifth through ninth, 10%. When 
he sells 10 or more sets per month, 
his commission goes up to 11% on 
all sales. “As to actual selling meth- 
ods, here are some points we empha- 
size,” Baumann related. 

“Spend as much time as necessary 
to get the order—and then bow out. 
If a prospect hesitates to buy, we 
try to find out why. Then we tackle 
his objections, one by one. — 

“If necessary, we even drive him 
home to get the down payment. But

“In our meetings, I tell the sales- 
men to imagine that every prospect 
is carrying a sign which reads, ‘Make 
me feel important.’ I believe that the 
ability to give customers that feeling 
of personal importance is the first 
qualification of a successful sales- 
man. A man who doesn’t have that 
ability doesn’t get serious attention

— Year-round air 
conditioning is provided in Augusta’s 
newly-erected St. Joseph’s Hospital 
for operating rooms, x-ray and 
delivery rooms, the nursery, and 
pediatrics ward. 

Heart of the central station duct 
system is a Chrysler Airtemp 40-hp. 
dual radial water chiller. A network 
of large air ducts distributes the 
tempered air throughout the area. 

In year-round operation, chilled 
water or steam is pumped to an air 
washer where the air is blown 
through for cooling or heating. The 
air then is passed over a reheat coil 
where proper humidity is maintained. 
From the reheat coil, the air is 
passed through an electrostatic air 
precipitating filter then into the 
central air distribution system. 


Humidistat Resets Dewpoint 


In the winter cycle, a humidistat 
located in the exhaust duct resets a 
dewpoint thermometer (normally set 
at 61°F.) to produce the desired 
humidity. (55% in the operating and 
delivery suites and 50% in _ the 
nursery, x-ray, and pediatrics areas.) 

It regulates the reheater steam 
valve, which oscillates from 3 to 6 
Ibs., while holding the cooling valve 
closed to cooling water, When out- 
side air temperature descends below 
70°, the outside thermostat resets the 
delivered air thermostat to 68° F. in 
the winter, which regulates the re- 
heater valve. 

If necessary, the air is reheated by 
the booster coil, which is controlled 
by one of the seven room thermostats, 
through a valve to maintain 76° F. 
dry bulb. As either dry bulb or hu- 
midity conditions vary, the system 
automatically switches over to sum-

mer control, it has been indicated. 

In the summer cycle humidistat 
resets the dewpoint thermostat to a 
lower temperature, which causes a 
valve to close as water pressure in- 
creases to 7 lbs. Thereupon the con- 
trols are actuated to start the air 
conditioning equipment and open a 
three-way valve, oscillating from 7 
to 12 lbs., to cooling water, thus 
maintaining dewpoint and relative 
humidity. 

When the outside air thermostat 
reaches 78° F., it resets the discharge 
thermostat to 63° F. which regulates 
the reheat valve. 

If necessary, the air is then re- 
heated by the booster coil under the 
control of one of the seven room 
thermostats through the valve to 
maintain 78° F. If the equipment is 
not capable of maintaining this tem- 
perature due to temporary excessive 
local conditions, it will be out of con- 
trol on dry bulb. But even under such 
maximum conditions, a room tem- 
perature of 80° will not be exceeded. 


Outside, Return Air Filtered 


Under normal conditions a mix- 
ture of 50% outside and 50% return 
air is conditioned and distributed. 
Outside air passes through glass fiber 
filters before entering the system. 
Return air is passed through a 
charcoal-cell type filter to remove 
hospital odors. When necessary, the 
system can automatically consume 
100% outside air. 

The air conditioning system was 
designed by William M. Wallace, of 
Durham, N. C. Installation was made 
by the Pinnell Heating and Air Con- 
ditioning and the Modern Roofing and 
Sheet Metal Works.

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Automatic Venders 
Dispensed $1.5 Billion 
In Food, Drink In ’53 


CHICAGO—Automatic merchandis- 
ing machines dispensed products 
valued at $1,573,000,000 during 1953, 
according to the eighth annual census 
of the vending machine industry pub- 
lished by Vend, industry business 
paper. 

The census showed, among other 
things, that the number of candy 
bar and soft drink vending machines 
in use increased last year. Vend re- 
ported there were 451,550 candy ven- 
ders, 565,000 machines selling bottled 
soft drinks, and 44,670 venders han- 
dling cold cup drinks. 

Because the average cup machine 
sells more than the average bottle 
vender, cup vending’s share of the 
total vended market was dispropor- 
tionate—1,904,728,000 cups compared 
to 3,818,400,000 bottles, it was stated. 


The next big opportunity for ex- 
pansion in automatic vending, the 
census commented, lies in exploring 
the “take home” market. 

“Automatic merchandising has al- 
ready demonstrated it can sell prod- 
ucts in the ‘take home’ market,” said 
the publication. “Ice vending sta- 
tions, and the growing number of 
similar units to vend milk, prove the 
practicality of this idea. 

“How far automatic selling can go 
in the ‘take home’ market depends 
in great measure on the imagination 
and ingenuity of product manufactur- 
ers as well as on the ability of equip- 
ment makers to design and build the 
kind of machines needed.”

Whenever business leaders are stung by immature criticisms, 
or backbiting taunts (and most businessmen do feel those knives- | 
in-the-back, whether they admit it or not) the really BIG MEN | 
don’t humiliate their detractors. They simply bide their time. 


More often than not—especially if the heckler has any sem- 
blance of character—the Big Fellow’s refusal to engage in verbal 
controversy turns the critic into a friend—eventually. 

If that doesn’t happen, the mature fellow marches on alone, 
serenely, leaving the petty tormentor far behind. Time is on his 
side. Illustrative anecdote, as cited by psychologist Fraley: 


William McKinley ranks among the most respected Presidents 
of our United States. During one of his campaigns he was followed 
persistently by a young reporter from an opposition newspaper.

Kinley’s views, and to ridicule him. 

The President of the U. S. A. took this barrage of unfair 
criticism with fortitude.

Whereupon the latter turned from rasping jealousy toward full 
admiration. 

Here’s how come: In a snowstorm McKinley was riding in 
a closed carriage. The critic hitch-hiked outside, on an outrigged 
fender, along with Secret Service protectors.

Let’s recognize his worth, and give him a long chance to exert 
thoughtful leadership. 

Moreover, let’s be thankful that, through him and his gener- 
ously LARGE nature, our destinies won’t be warped by trivial 
jealousies. 


Wise Competition 


MANY people will tell us that our high standard of living in 
America is the result of competition. This is only part of the story.

Women Who Know 


Those Who Have Lived In Air Conditioned 
Homes Are Enthusiastic, Survey Indicates 


NEW YORK CITY—Women who 
have lived in air conditioned homes 
with comfortably controlled tempera- 
tures are enthusiastic about them and 
say that air conditioning has changed 
their way of life, Carl Norcross, execu- 
tive editor of House and Home maga- 
zine told the Electrical Women’s 
Round Table here recently. 

Reporting on a survey made by his 
magazine on Texas homes with cen- 
tral cooling systems, Norcross said 
that the women interviewed reported 
a happier family life with a feeling 
of well-being, better dispositions, and 
better health. 

With air conditioning, they found 
they had cleaner, quieter houses, 
relief from allergies, elimination of 
mildew and odor problems, lower in- 
cidence of heat rash and colds, better 
sleep, and better meals as appetities 
improved in cooler surroundings. 


Some women asserted that they 
now had more energy for house 
cleaning. Others worked longer in 
their gardens, knowing that they 
could go into a cool house whenever 
they wanted to. Some said they spent 
more time at home and did more en- 
tertaining. Others now prefer to stay 
home and cool in the hot summer 
months and take their vacation in 
winter. 

One woman observed, however, 
that air conditioning might develop 
a “generation of youngsters who 
don’t know what it’s like to play out- 
doors.” 

Norcross declared that the survey 
also revealed that operating costs 
for air conditioning turned out to be 
less than expected. In a properly 
built home of about 1,150 sq. ft. in 
Dallas, a 2-ton unit could operate 
for five months for $64. 


G-E Air Conditioning

‘Manual 11’ Has Method 
Of Calculating Heat Gains 
For Residential Systems 


CLEVELAND — A new procedure 
for calculating heat gains is included 
in the new, revised edition of the 
National Warm Air Heating & Air 
Conditioning Association’s Manual 
11, “Design and Installation of Sum- 
mer Air Conditioning for New and 
Existing Residences.” 

This procedure, developed by the 
Manual 11 Committee and members 
of the Air-Conditioning & Refrigera- 
tion Institute, was prepared in order 
that a single procedure could be 
adopted by the entire industry, ac- 
cording to the association. It is 
patterned after the recommended 
method for figuring heat. losses. 

The group also reported that a 
more complete method for sizing the 
distribution systems when registers 
are on inner walls has been developed. 

“The table covering cooling ca- 
pacities for standard duct sizes is 
based on the equivalent length of 
fittings and registers, and on the 
actual length of ducts from plenum 
to registers,” it was explained. 

“Factors are also included in the 
new edition of Manual 11 in order 
that the capacity tables for conver- 
sional systems as well as 4-in. pipe 
perimeter systems can be converted 
for use with cooling equipment rated 
at other than a static pressure of 
.20 in. water column external to the 
unit. 

“Worksheet Form 11 has also been 
revised to conform with the new 
procedure outlined in Manual 11.”

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Panel Probes “Bid Jobs’ 


How To Improve Relations Between Consulting 
Engineers, Contractors, Mfrs’. Representatives 


DETROIT—When a product can- 
not be serviced locally, it is not the 
equal of the one that can. 

That is the reasoning of Robert 
M. McIntosh, chief mechanical en- 
gineer for Harley, Ellington, and Day, 
Inc., architects and engineers here. 

Asked during a panel discussion 
at a recent meeting of the Michigan 
chapter of the American Society of 
Heating & Ventilating Engineers 
here, what consulting engineers 
meant when they asked for a particu- 
lar product “or equal’ in writing 
project specifications, McIntosh said 
there were two factors involved. 

One, he said, is whether the other 
equipment can do the job required 
by the specifications. The other is 
where the owner will have to go to 
get service on that equipment. 

If two pieces of equipment will 
both perform the job required satis- 
factorily, but one can be serviced 
locally and the other cannot, the 
second is obviously not the equal of 
the first, he declared. 

McIntosh participated in a panel 
discussion on how relations can be 
improved between consulting engi- 
neers on one hand and contractors 
and manufacturers’ representatives 
on the other. 


Agree Cooperation Is 
Generally Good 


The panelists agreed that coopera- 
tion between these groups was gen- 
erally good, but each admitted that 
there were things the others could 
do to improve relations. 

George H. Miehls, president of Al- 
bert Kahn Associated Architects and 
Engineers, Inc. here, insisted that, 
contrary to the opinion of some con- 
tractors, it is the architect engineer’s 
function to engineer a job and not 
the contractor’s. The architect en- 
gineer must tell the contractor not 
only what is to be done on a job, 
but how it is to be done. 

“As long as we have the architect 
engineer and contractor as separate 
and distinct entities, the architect 
engineer will be charged with the 
responsibility of determining how the 
owner’s end result is to be attained 
and to show by picture or word how 
that result shall be achieved. 

“If the end result is not what the 
owner originally required, then there 
is only one answer—he has chosen 
either the wrong architect engineer 
or the wrong contractor or both. 

“It stands in poor grace,” de- 
clared Miehls, “for a contractor, after 
award of a contract to him, to 
knowingly or otherwise usurp the 
functions of the architect engineer 
in advising the owner that this finish 
might better be substituted, that such 
fan or motor or mechanical system 
might better be installed than the 
one determined by the architect en- 
gineer.

“Now, no architect engineer is, or 
certainly should not be, too proud 
to receive and evaluate suggestions, 
no matter by whom presented. But 
they should be presented to the archi- 
tect engineer first.” 

A third area of conflict arises, 
Miehls said, in the need for both the 
architect engineer and the contrac- 
tor to rely more and more on prod- 
uct and equipment manufacturers. 


Architects, Contractors 
Must Rely on Producers 


“Every mechanical system and 
every electrical system comprises 
products which are not engineered 
by the architect engineer, nor could 
he design them. Both the architect 
engineer and contractor must rely 
on the manufacturers of boilers, fans, 
motors, transformers, and literally 
thousands of items for the perform- 
ance of those units. 

“With rapid advances in_ tech- 
nology, the ever-increasing field 
labor costs, with control in the fac- 
tory more easily attained than in the 
field, and with the spirit of the 
artisan on the part of the tradesman 
fast disappearing, prefabrication is 
replacing more and more field as- 
sembly. 

“Who is to guarantee the durability 
and functioning of the manufactured 
article, once it is assembled into an 
operating or integrated whole? 


Who Should Guarantee 
End Product? 


“The manufacturer limits his war- 
ranty to the material and equipment, 
the contractor must guarantee his 
own workmanship, but someone must 
guarantee the end product. 

“That is now the contractor’s re- 
sponsibility, but the responsibility of 
the manufacturer cannot be ignored. 
After all, the completed structure 
adds up to more than the sum of its 
parts.” 

Speaking for the _ contractor, 
Joseph H. Spitzley, president of the 
R. L. Spitzley Heating Co. has a 
number of suggestions for the con- 
sulting engineer—or architect engi- 
neer—as Miehls preferred to call 
him, 


‘Murder Clause’ Abuse 


Foremost was abuse of the “murder 
clause” that holds the contractor re- 
sponsible not only for what is 
written into the specifications, but 
for what is not written in as well. 

He cited this as a typical “murder 
clause”: “Everything necessary for 
the completion and successful opera- 
tion of the work whether or not 
herein definitely specified or indicated 
on the drawings shall be furnished 
and installed as well and as faith- 
fully as if so specified or indicated.” 

He said that when he asks con- 


_@ Sulting engineers what it means, 


they say they do not want to have 
to specify every nail and nipple in 
the project. They just want to be 
sure that enough will be used and 
they will be of good quality. 

If that were the extent of it, Spitz- 
ley said, there would be no objection. 
But when this clause is used to cover 
condensate pumps and several hun- 
dred feet of piping where none was 
specified, it is being abused. 

He contends that the architect has 
more time to check over the specifi- 
cations to see that all equipment is 
provided than the contractor does 
and that should be the engineer’s 


responsibility. He suggested that a 
limit be put on the use of the clause 
or it be dropped entirely. 


‘Or Equal’ and ‘Owner’s 
Choice’ Clauses Scored 


Spitzley also objected to “or equal” 
or “owner’s choice” phrases where 
equipment is specified. He said this 
is unfair both to the owner and the 
contractor. He pointed out that if 
the contractor bids on the basis of 
the least costly of the choice of 
equipment and the owner selects the 
most expensive, the contractor is 
stuck. If he bids on the basis of the 
most expensive equipment specified, 
he will lose the contract. Or if he gets 
the contract and then substitutes the 
least expensive equipment, the owner 
is not getting his money’s worth. 

Spitzley also urged engineers to en- 
force their specifications, once they 
set them up, and not to let a con- 
tractor get away with poor work 
just because he gave such a low bid. 
He also suggested that certified 
checks rather: than bid bonds be 
posted in order to guarantee perform- 
ance. 

This he believed would eliminate 
the financially insecure contractor 
from bidding. Such a practice would 
benefit all parties, including the con- 
tractor, by preventing him from 
going broke on a job. 


‘Square Foot Rule Can 
Give Owner Wrong Concept’ 


Another suggestion by Spitzley 
was that engineers make an actual 
“take-off” on the job when drawing 
‘up their budget estimates rather 
than figuring on so many dollars per 
square foot. The square foot rule, he 
said, can give the owner an entirely 
erroneous concept of what it is 
going to cost to complete his project. 

If the budget figure is insufficient, 
he is unhappy when the bids come 
in at 30 and 40% higher than the 
estimate. On the other hand, if the 
estimate is sufficient to cover actual 
cost, he is happy if he gets bids 10% 
under the estimate. 


Engineer Objects To 
Unannounced Mfr. Calls 


McIntosh, when his turn came, 
made the pointed suggestion that if 
the manufacturers’ representative 
would spend less time making un- 
announced, routine calls on engineers 
and more in his office, both of them 
would get more productive work 
done. 

While realizing that contact with 
the manufacturers’ representative is 
one of the methods by which the en- 
gineer can keep abreast of new 
methods and equipment, McIntosh as- 
serted that it is impossible for the 
engineer “to give adequate time to 
everyone who drops in unannounced 
during the course of a day.” 

“In any contact with the engineer,” 
he advised, “it should be determined 
in advance who is the proper party 
to contact” without wasting the time 
of engineers who have only a partial 
acquaintance on the matter that the 
manufacturers’ representative wishes 
to discuss. 

McIntosh noted that manufactur- 
ers’ representatives visit engineers 
for several reasons. One is to interest 
the engineer in selecting a basic de- 
sign which will allow the use of 
equipment of the particular manu- 
facturer. Another is to obtain clari-

@ fication of the engineering require- 


ments of the specifications for a par- 
ticular job during the bidding stage. 

“In either of these cases,” Mc- 
Intosh said, “a phone call should be 
made, and if the point in question 
cannot be settled in this manner, an 
appointment can be made for a time 
convenient to both parties.” 

A third reason for a manufactur- 
ers’ representative’s visit is so that 
the “engineer will not forget that 
the particular product is still in 
existence.” But, contends McIntosh, 
with the flood of literature the engi- 
neer gets from the manufacturer, “a 
phone call or a note sent in the mail 
by the local manufacturers’ repre- 
sentative would supply adequate per- 
sonal touch if such is deemed neces- 


A fourth reason is to get a manu- 
facturer’s name included in the spe- 
cifications. If the engineer is known 


to always write a closed specification 

or one not open to competitive equip- 

ment, McIntosh could see a reason 

for the call. But not when the en- 

= usually writes open specifica- 
tions. 

McIntosh concluded that if these 
suggestions were followed, it would 
be possible for “the manufacturers’ 
representative to spend more time in 
his own office so that he could be 
contacted by the engineer more 
readily when engineering information 
is required.” 

It is no help to call the office of 
a manufacturers’ representative, he 
related, and find that he is out and 
his secretary does not know when, 
if ever, he will return. 

“It is right then that I call upon 
his competitor,” McIntosh said, “for 
when an engineer needs information, 
he needs it bad.” 


Suggests Engineers Make 
More Use of Mfrs.’ Agents 


George W. Akers, local manufac- 
turers’ representative, came right 
back with the suggestion that “the 
consulting engineer make more use 
than he apparently does of the en- 
gineering knowledge and application 
know-how of skilled manufacturers’ 
representatives. 

“The good representative is a 
student,” he asserted, “he goes to 
sales meetings of the concerns he 
represents, he tours their factories, 
and attends their schools. By con- 
tinually going out on the jobs he sells, 
both for routine follow-up and to 
solve installation troubles, he becomes 
over the years an expert on the ap- 
plication of his particular products. 

“It has been my observation that 
consulting engineers generally do not 
use these talents anywhere near 
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enough. They should use us before 
they write their specifications and 
not after. 


‘Addendum’ Called Bugaboo 


“You are all familiar with that 
bugaboo of all specifications called 
the ‘addendum.’ I have seen dozens 
of them applying to my products 
which certainly would never have 
been necessary if the engineers had 
consulted with me or any one of my 
good competitors selling that item. 

“Even worse is the engineer who 
publishes incomplete or faulty spe- 
cifications and then, when his atten- 
tion is called to the matter by a 
vendor, either takes a _ high-and- 
mighty attitude or implies that the 
representative is only pursuing his 
own selfish ends. .. . 

“Another very frustrating and 
costly procedure generally resulting 
from poor specifications is when a. 
contractor figures a certain product 


- in his bid, places an order, and then 


submits prints for approval. 

“They come back with a notation 
something like this: ‘approved as 
noted, submit revised prints.’ The ‘as 
noted’ covers things which were 
never in the original specifications, 
are obviously after-thoughts, and cost 
somebody some extra money. 

“Most often that extra money 
comes out of the pocket of the man- 
ufacturer and/or his representative. 
The contractor and manufacturers’ 
representative are over a barrel if 
they wish to continue in the good 
graces of that particular engineer. 

“In all the years I have been in 
the sales end of this business, I have 
never personally known of a con- 
sulting engineer to pay any actual 
cash money out of his own or his 
company’s pocket for any of his 

mistakes.”

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Refrigerated Apple Storage 


Contractor’s Treatise Shows Advantages; How It Adds to Storage Life; 


What Are Proper Temperatures, Humidities; What Equipment Is Needed 


PITTSBURGH—As a help to apple 
growers “who have noted a sharp 
trend to declining profits in recent 
years,” the Brown Mfg. Co. here has 
prepared and distributed a “treatise” 
discussing the advantages of refrig- 
erated storage of apples. 

“It was written in a form readily 
interpreted by the apple farmer,” ex- 
plains Walter Brown, head of the 
company which is a Carrier distribu- 
tor as well as a designing and manu- 
facturing firm in its own right. 


Of Interest to Varying Groups 


Because the text of this material 
may prove of interest to other con- 
tractors in apple-growing regions it 
is being published here, even though 
it was written “with particular refer- 
ence to conditions found in the west- 
ern Pennsylvania-West Virginia pan- 
handle sector.” 

The treatise follows: 

“Our efforts, in collaboration with 
a number of apple growers of the 
area, during the past five years, have 
pointed the way to the more eco- 
nomical, efficient, profit making, type 
of apple storage cooling equipment 
as now available. Invaluable has been 
the help of representatives of the 
state universities, the agriculture 
departments, the Grange, and many 
cooperating members of the Apple 
Association, including Dan’ Boone, 
and the Pioneer Fruit Farm. 

“Varieties. Varieties under cultiva- 


tion and handled were Delicious, 
Golden Delicious, Winesap, Stayman 
Winesap, Jonathan, Rome Beauty, 
Baldwin, McIntosh, Grimes Golden, 
Northern Spy, and Courtland. 


Nature of Apples 


“Nature of Apples. Apples are of 
the large Rose family of plants. The 
fruit receives from the plant, quanti- 
ties of food materials part of which 
is used for growth and part of which 
is stored in the apple tissue. The fruit 
takes in oxygen and gives off carbon 
dioxide constantly, both on the tree 
and after harvesting. When the apple 
is harvested, and thus cut off from 
its source of food, its life functions 
continue, feeding on part of the 
stored food materials. 

“As apples continue in storage, an 
aging process develops, wherein the 
malic acid, starches, and sugars in 
the apple undergo changes. When 
ripe, the flavor and aroma of the 
apple are at their peak, and as the 
aging continues, these deteriorate 
along with the breakdown of the 
tissue cell walls. Pectin in the cell 
walls slowly dissolves, the cells 
separate, and the fruit becomes mealy 
and unappealing. 

“Warm temperatures spur deteri- 
oration, and rough handling, bruising, 
fungous rot, and so-called physio- 
logical diseases which develop within 
the apple when subjected to sharp 
changes in temperature and too low 


temperature—these all have a bear- 
ing on proper keeping. 2 

“Temperature. The storage life of 
apples is bettered by prompt cooling 
to predetermined temperature, and 
holding as nearly constantly at that 
point as possible. For general prac- 
tice in this area, and for most 
economical and satisfactory holding 
results, a temperature of 32° to 
35° F. has been found highly success- 
ful. Certain varieties can best be 
held at lower temperatures, but again 
compromises on possible ‘‘browning’ 
due to physiological changes in some 
varieties, and considerations of first 
cost of equipment, and operation 
costs, point to the compromise tem- 
perature of 36° F. as desirable for 
most conditions. 


Apples Give Off Volatiles 


Volatiles. Apples in storage, and 
ripening, give off volatile substances 
including Ethylene (with is con- 
sidered to quicken the ripening and 
aging) for removal of which some 
means is desirable. With more valu- 
able fruit. oiled paper wraps serve 
to absorb these volatiles (gases) or, 
shredded oiled paper distributed 
through the boxes is of assistance. In 
general applications on moderate size 
operations here, however, we feel that 
occasional Ventilation or change of 
air solves this problem well.

desirable as the only sure means for 
prolonging life of apples in storage. 
Permitting fluctuation of temperature 
subjects the fruit to quick spoilage, 
freezing and bursting of the cells of 
tissue, scalds and burns, and rapid 
deterioration. High temperature is 
disastrous as is too low temperature. 
Thus storage houses should be in- 
sulated and sealed against freezing 
induced by low outside temperature, 
and to prevent entry of too much 
heat through the walls and ceiling on 
warm days. There is a point of com- 
promise, where a reasonable amount 
of insulation permits use of a like- 
wise reasonably sized cooling equip- 
ment, and makes possible the desired 
even temperatures. 


Air Change Not Vital 


“Air Changes and Ventilation. The 
change of air in the storage space is 
not too important. Our experience 
shows that little actual difference in 
quality of keeping develops, with 
variation of amount or number of air 
changes. A small fan of the shuttered, 
exhaust type, can serve very well to 
gradually change the air, or it can 
be omitted, depending on opening 
doors or vents on days of proper 
temperature, for air change. 

“Humidity. A definite control over 
humidity can be maintained if the 
particular strains stored are subject 
to rapid drying. Usually the instal- 
lation of selected refrigeration equip- 
ment with what is termed ‘oversize’ 
cooling coils, serves to maintain high 
humidity. An optimistic or desirable 
relative humidity would be 90%, and 
this is closely approached by use of 
the cooling equipment without added 
humidifying units. 


Humidifying Methods 


“It must be pointed out, however, 
that when the outside air tempera- 


| ture is at the desired inside storage 


temperature, or lower, there is little 
moisture present in thetair, and some 
slight drying effects might be ob- 
served at that time. This can be met 
by one of several means: A, sprin- 
kling water on the floor of the stor- 
age house; B, releasing a fine stream 


| of steam in the storage room; C, 


| means 


spraying a mist inside the room by 
of water under pressure, 
through a humidifier spray. In this 
instance a solenoid valve and a hu- 
midistat, electrically connected, can 
be used to provide control to the hu- 
midity desired. Such an _ adjunct 
could cost about $90 without com- 
plicated installation. 

“Length of Storage. In the season 
past, users of the system very suc- 
cessfully stored several varieties in 
late October and maintained them 
in excellent condition for sale in May. 
The varieties were common and 
familiar ones of this area. Users in- 
cluded W. Clayton Conkle, J. Fresh- 
water, Jos. Johnson, Clyde Conkle, 
and others. 

“Power. For practical application 


of equipment, it is, of course, neces- 
sary to have a source of electric 
power. The high lines have penetrated 
to every locality, and it is not diffi- 
cult to secure the desired 220-volt, 
single phase, or three phase, connec- 
tion by the power company to the 
farm if not already so connected. For 
a typical 4,000 box installation, the 
electric current used in a season of 
six months might approximate $140. 


Air Cooled Equipment 
Saves Water Waste — 


“Use of Water. The use of water is 
no longer necessary to the success- 
ful operation of the equipment. Air 
cooled units as developed and applied 
under this program require absolutely 
no water whatever. This saves plumb- 
ing costs, water waste, danger from 
freeze up, and other service expense. 
In every way we have sought to pro- 
duce a carefree type of operation. The 
blowing of fuses due to electric 
storms, appears to be the only com- 
plaint which can arise anytime. 
Fuses, of course, are easily replaced. 

“Insulation. Insulation can be pro- 
vided and applied by the owner, or 
can be contracted for locally, or can 
be arranged for through the Brown 
Mfg. Co. It may consist of approved 
insulation for the exposed building. 
This is a matter arrived at by study 
of local conditions, and is partially 
governed by considering whether it 
is desirable to permit operation of 
the equipment over longer time daily, 
or whether operating cost in elec- 
tricity should be cut down and money 
spent for more insulation. .. . 


Portable vs. Remote Units 


“Portable vs. Remote Units. We 
can supply units set up as a single 
package, in what is called a ‘port- 
able’ condition. Thus a unit can be 
placed in the wall of a storage house, 
by removing a few blocks or material 
from the wall of the kuilding. The 
air cooled unit projects into the out- 
side air, with the cooling blower coils 
projecting into the room. We use this 
method on many of our smaller walk- 
in coolers where changes may be 
planned and quick removal of the 
units is desired. No water connec- 
tions are required on our air cooled 
equipment, Where cooled equipment 
is desired, we will furnish prices on 
request..." 

The treatise concludes with details 
of prices for installations for storage 
rooms of various capacities from 
2,000 to 6,000 boxes or bushels.

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Tallow Processing 


With Refrigeration, Acid Separating Operation Is Possible 
Year-Round Instead of Just During Winter 


AKRON, Ohio—A 20-ton refrigera- 


tion machine is now helping the 
Kamen Soap Products Co. in sub- 
urban Barberton do an acid separat- 
ing job on a year-round basis that 
previously could be done only in the 
winter. 

The company processes animal tal- 
low to separate out the various acids 
that are used to produce various 
grades of soap and which are also 
used in chemical form by the many 
rubber processing industries here. 
The acids produced by Kamen are 
used mainly in rubber processing. 


Refrigeration Used 
At Only One Stage 


The refrigeration system is em- 
ployed at only one stage of the 
process. It is instrumental in the 
separation of “red oil’ and stearic 
tallow from tallow fatty acid. 


Before the installation of the re- 
frigeration equipment, this separa- 
tion could be accomplished only in 
the winter, when temperatures fell 
to the freezing point. Then, in order 
to properly cool the tallow so the red 
oil could be separated, all the win- 
dows and doors had to remain open 
overnight. Now work can _ proceed 
the year-round. 

Murray Glauberman, chemical con- 
sultant to the company, explained 
that the company first removes the 
“sweet water” from the animal tal- 
low to form tallow fatty acid. The 
“sweet water” is further distilled to 
produce glycerine. 

The tallow fatty acid is then 
heated to more than 200° F. At that 
temperature it is piped into a room 
insulated with 4 in. cork. The room 


measures 20 by 15 by 10% ft. In it 
are rows of shallow pans stacked on 
racks similar to bakery freezer racks. 
The racks are about 8 ft. high. 


The tallow fatty acid is poured 
into the top pan. On one side of the 
pan is a broad, shallow cut out sec- 
tion so that the fluid will overflow 
through this opening and drip into 
the pan below. The fluid continues to 
drip until all pans are filled. Then 
the operator stops the flow. 


The door of the room is left open 
and a 4,000 c.f.m. suction fan in the 
ceiling is turned on, expelling the hot 
air to the out-of-doors. This venti- 
lation process continues for eight 
hours. At the end of this time, the 
tallow has cooled to about room tem- 
perature, or about 80° F 

At this point, the refrigeration is 
turned on. Across the ceiling of the 
room are three banks of blower coils 
that are capable of utilizing the en- 
tire capacity of the 20-ton system. 
By so doing, they can reduce the 
room temperature to 35° F. and 
harden the tallow into solid bricks 
in about eight hours. 


Another Four Hours Lets 
Trapped Heat Escape 


According to Glauberman, the tal- 


low is left in the room for another | 


four hours. This permits heat that 
might be trapped in the center of the 
bricks to escape and to be removed 
by the refrigeration. To accomplish 
this, a room thermostat is set to 
cut the 20-ton Lipman compressor in 
at 40° F. and to cut it out at 35° F 

The additional four hours of cool- 
ing produces a larger and better 
crystal in the tallow. At this tem-

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perature, the red oil has separated 
from the stearic tallow and is held 
in the bricks as a liquid. 

The operator can tell when the 
bricks are ready for pressing by just 
pressing one with his thumb. If the 
red oil oozes out around his thumb, 
the tallow is ready for the next step. 


Bricks Go to Cold Press 


The bricks are removed from the 
pans and covered in burlap. Then 
they are taken to a cold press where 
they are pressed until the red oil 
is removed from the tallow. 


The red oil as it comes out of the 
tallow is actually black, Glauberman 
said. This is because there are still 
many impurities in it. The red oil 
can be used in this form or it can 
be further distilled to form oleic acid. 


Though the red oil and oleic acid 
can be used in soap forms for use 
at high temperatures, such as in dry 
cleaning, it is more commonly em- 
ployed in industrial processes to pro- 


duce plastics, rubber, aluminum foil, 
and cosmetics, he said. 

The remaining stearic tallow is 
again heated to form blocks. These 
are steamed in a horizontal press to 
remove footes oil. They are further 
compressed in a hot press to remove 
stearic acid, which is also much in 
demand in rubber and other process- 
ing industries. 


Each Room Cools 
10,000 Lbs. In Eight Hours 


To produce these acids in the 
quantities now demanded by the rub- 
ber industry Kamen_ constructed 
three insulated rooms of the same 
size and each equipped in the same 
way. Each room can cool 10,000 Ibs. 
of tallow in eight hours. 

The refrigeration equipment was 
installed by Robert Antoniotti of 
Akron Hermetic Service and was en- 
gineered by Jim Petty of Davey 
Sales Co., refrigeration equipment 
and supplies wholesaler. 

The system is set up so that any 
one of the three rooms can draw 
upon the full capacity of the system 
if needed or so that refrigeration can 
be supplied to two rooms at a time. 


Thus, after the tallow in one room 
has been brought down to room tem- 
perature by ventilation, the full load 
of the refrigeration system can be 
used to lower the temperature to 
35° F. In the meantime, another hot 
batch of tallow can be put in the 
second room and ventilated while the 
first is being refrigerated. 

By the time the second room is 
ready for refrigeration, the tempera- 
ture in the first room has been pulled 
down to the desired 35° F. The full 
load of the system can now be used 
to cool the second room. But if the

temperature in the first room should 
rise to more than 40° F., the thermo- 
stat in that room can call for more 
cooling and get it. 

This is accomplished, explained 
Petty, by a pallet operated hold back 
valve in each room that maintains 
a suction pressure on the compres- 
sor. The valve also has the secondary 
function of preventing gas from the 
hot room flowing into the coils of the 
cool room and condensing there. 


Then, while the first room is being 
unloaded and the tallow taken out 
for pressing, the second room is serv- 
ing as a holding room and the third 
is receiving a new batch of hot tal- 
low. The process repeats itself over 
and over. 


Old Condenser Coils Used 


Petty pointed out that this instal- 
lation has one rather curious feature. 
The condenser coils for the system 
are hold-overs from some previous 
system used by Kamen and which 
the company insisted on using for 
the new project. They consist of two 
rings of coils set in what appears to 
be two old, large blower fan hous- 
ings. Water is piped into these hous- 
ings and fills up around the con- 
denser coils. An overflow drain in 
the center carries off the excess 
water. Petty hooked up the system 
so that the water turned on with the 
compressor and turned off when the 
compressor stopped. 


He commented that this was not 
the most efficient condenser in the 
world as there was little water cir- 
culation around the coils. But it was 
there and company officials insisted 
on using it. Both Petty and Glauber- 
man admitted that they had never 
seen one like it before. 
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Display Case Built Right Into Bakery Window 


— 


NEW YORK CITY—When Break- 
stone’s bakery in central Manhattan 
was remodeled recently, an 8 ft. low 
temperature display case was in- 
corporated as a permanent part of 
the front—and sales of specialty, 
long-profit refrigerated baked goods 
have hit an all time high, according 
to William Breakstone, owner. 

The New York bakery has always 
enjoyed a profitable volume on 
whipped cream cakes, eclairs, cream 
puffs, custard pies, ice cream pies, 
and cakes, using a standard display 
case as part of the sales counter. 
However, sales were limited by the 
number of people coming into the 
bakery, and Breakstone resolved to 
put the display right on the sidewalk 
so that heavy Broadway traffic pass- 
ing by would be tempted. 

The custom-built case is framed in 
satin-finish stainless steel, and is 
raised 12 in. above the sidewalk level 
on a platform of terazzo. The double- 
pane glass front slopes back at a 
15-degree angle, both to prevent 


reflection and to give better visibility 


to the lower shelves. There are four 
tiers of shelving, which can accom- 
modate three dozen or more items at 
25° F. Just above the case is a shelf 
of non-refrigerated specialty cakes 
and rolls, while the remainder of the 
front gives a clear view of the

Supermarket Combines Art, Refrigerated 
Fixtures To Help Build Store Traffic 


LINCOLN, Neb.— Competition in 
supermarket merchandising has de- 
veloped to the point where the latest 
word in refrigerated vending cases 
is no longer sufficient in itself to give 
any one supermarket a traffic ad- 
vantage, according to the manage- 
ment of Gold’s Food Basket, a 10- 
checkout-stand supermarket here. 

The time has come when certain 
“extras” are necessary to keep the 
sales curve up, the store believes. 

Decoration in the form of pleasing 
color combinations and unusual wall 
designs is counted as ranking high in 
importance as a means of inducing 


shoppers to patronize one store over 
another, according to Gold’s. Such 
interior decoration treatment tends to 
impress the chance shopper and bring 
him back, the management stated. 

Gold’s Food Basket has applied its 
decoration theory with very good 
results, the manager reported. Typi- 
cal of the application are modern 
paintings in high color on the wall 
back of the refrigerated fruit and 
vegetable cases. Painted by a Chi- 
cago artist who specializes in com- 
mercial murals, the replicas of fruits 
and vegetables with a modern treat- 
ment rank high as art in themselves. 


C. V. Hill store equipment, has found. ~ 
Prime example for Cawthon is the 
Boulevard Store, located on Southern 
Boulevard and Military Trail, just 
southwest of W. Palm Beach. 

Last summer, Darryl Miller was 
operating a small grocery about 40 
ft. square on that corner, drawing 
his customers from the new residen- 
tial areas rapidly springing up. 

To keep up with the growth of the 
area, he decided to expand his store, 
and built a 100-ft. addition along 
Military Trail. He also put in a 
large parking lot beyond the néw. 
addition, where, he says, he can 
expand the store further when in- 
creasing business demands. 

Cawthon, who has a salesman in 
W. Palm Beach, got on the job early. 
He succeeded in selling Miller on a 
new store layout and on his equip- 
ment so thoroughly that Miller signed 
the contract before the plans for the 
new store were completed. 

Into the new 140 by 40-ft. store, 
Cawthon put 20 ft. of Hill model 
575F refrigerated produce cases, 20 
ft. of model 390XF frozen food cases, 
20 ft. of model 420D dairy cases, 
11 ft. of model 656F self-service meat 
cases, and 12 ft. of model 162DS 
service meat cases. An 8 by 12-ft. 
all-metal walk-in cooler went into 
the back room. All of this equipment 
is served by Hill semi-hermetic air- 
cooled condensing units. 

In addition to this equipment, 
Miller also has in his store the 
equipment that he used before the 
expansion. This includes a 10-ft. 
Tyler self-service dairy case, two 
6-ft. Frigidaire ice cream cabinets, 
and a dry-ice frozen food case. 

Beside the refrigeration equipment, 
Cawthon also equipped the store with 
Bulman all-steel adjustable grocery 
islands and sundry wall shelving, 
plus a Bulman dry vegetable stand. 

One rather unusual feature of 
Miller’s market—one dictated by 
necessity rather than choice—is the 
location of the check-out stands in 
the center rather than at one end. 

Miller explained that he had 
originally planned to have the only 
entrance to the store on the side 
adjacent to the check-outs. But old 
customers kept trying to enter by 
the corner door that had served the 
old store. So Miller fixed this door 
so that it could be opened from the 
outside only, permitting customers 
to enter there but preventing anyone 
from leaving by that entrance. 

Miller said that the use of self- 
service meat cases was an innovation 
with him. The first week that the 
new store was opened early last 
December, he sold so much meat out 
of the case that he couldn’t believe it. 

In this department, Cawthon was 
one step ahead of Miller. Possibly 
anticipating the success of the self- 
service case, he carefully reserved 
additional space next to the meat 
department when more self-service 
cases could be easily installed at a 


later date. ‘

Typical metal-treating applications 
of the low temperature cabinets are 
quick-aging, stabilizing, stress equal- 
ization, shrink-fitting, hardening, and 
super-hardening of tool steels, ac- 
cording to the company. 

“For example,’”’ Tenney said, ‘“‘sub- 
zero treatment gives greater hard- 
ness than is possible with ordinary 
heat treatment. In steels, the per 
cent Austenite (soft constituent) 
remaining after ordinary treatment 
may be as high as 33%. With cold 
treating, retention of less than 5% 
Austenite is possible, indicating that 
95% or more of the ultimate Marten- 
sitic hardness can be achieved. 

“This means that for the same 
degree of hardness, the cold treated 


tool is tougher than the heat treated 
one. Further, for the same degree 
of toughness, the cold treated tool is 
far harder. This adds up to longer 
life for cold treated tools. 

“Also, by using cold treating to 
cause practically complete transfor- 
mation of Austenite to Martensite 
before finishing, the distortion of 
precision gauges and _ close-fitting 
parts, which might otherwise occur, 
can be avoided. 

“Another practical application of 
cold treating is in shrink-fitting. 
Cooling male parts to a point of 
contraction sufficient for easy fitting 
into female parts eliminates many 
of the negative features of heat 
treating. 

“Sub-zero treated parts are easy 
to handle, do not oxidize, and when 
raised again to ambient temperature 
do not require additional finishing or 
suffer any appreciable change in 
either metal characteristics or dimen- 
sions. Result—faster, safer, and 
much more economical assembly.” 

The Sub-Arctic is said to have 
heat dissipation ratings more than 
sufficient for removing heat from 
mass loads. Chambers are designed 
for quick pulldown (approximately 
2 to 3 hours). An indicating-con- 
troller automatically maintains pre- 
set temperatures.

Hotel Laundry Combats Personnel Turnover 


Curtain of Cool, Dry Air Cuts Absenteeism; 
Now There Are More Applicants Than Jobs 


WACO, Texas—A highly unusual 
means of combating personnel turn- 
over in an institutional laundry has 
been developed at the Hotel Roose- 
velt here where every laundry plant 
employe now works in a “curtain” 
of healthfully refrigerated air. 

The Roosevelt hotel, completely air 
conditioned, has suffered seriously 
from personnel turnover in recent 
years. Frequent resignations stemmed 
from the 105° exterior temperature, 
boosted 5° or 10° more in the base- 
ment laundry plant, and accompanied 
with undeniably unpleasant humidity 
approaching 90%. The atmosphere 
was understandably stifling; and the 
30-odd employes of the plant were 
difficult to keep on the job from 
June to September. 

At the start of the 1952 season 
it was decided by the management 
to eliminate personnel turnover at all 
costs. The hotel had been completely 
air conditioned the season before, and 
the presence of 210 tons of refrigera- 
tion capacity in a basement cooling 
room provided a handy source of 
similar cooling in the laundry. 

There were several troublesome 
factors to get out of the way, in turn. 
First, there was the lack of adequate 
ventilation. Second was the high cost 
of cooling the large laundry plant 
area, housed in a single 40 by 45-ft. 
room, which was generally figured 
beyond the capacity of the equip- 
ment. Lastly, there was the “zone 
problem” represented by workers, 
most of whom work anchored to the 
same spot. 

After much study, it was deter- 
mined to cool the room with 100% 
outside fresh air, inasmuch as spot 
cooling of each worker would be 
more economical in this way than 
utilizing return air. 

Second, to lighten the load, it was 
determined to cool each worker in- 
dividually at her station, rather than 
attempting to cool the entire room. 
The first decision took care of the 
ventilation problem, and the second 
represented considerable economy in 
the cooling job. 


Around 21 tons of cooling capacity 
is tapped off the 210 tons represented 
by three 75-hp. water chilling sys- 
tems located in an adjacent room. 
Cooled air at 5,000 c.f.m. is delivered 
to the room through 10 overhead 
diffusers resembling large galvanized 
metal wash tubs, inverted directly 
over the worker. 

The construction of each diffuser 
is such that it drops a circular cur- 
tain of cooled air down toward 
the floor, actually surrounding the 
worker at the job. Each worker thus 
operates inside a cone of comfortably 
cooled air, leaving the diffuser at 
approximately 66° and rising to 
around 78° at the floor level. 

Thus, there is one unit over each 
worker, such as two at each end of 
the flatwork ironer, for the input: 
and output sides. A single cooling 
coil installation serves the entire 
laundry plant, the air being piped 
through individual ducts, into the 
overhead diffusers. No standard air 
handling plenum is used. 

Average temperature throughout 
the plant interior is still above 100°, 
the Roosevelt management finds, but 
each worker within her “curtain of 
comfort” remains pleasantly cool. No 
exhaust fans are used in the room, 


inasmuch as natural leakage takes. 


care of the pressure introduced by 
the use of fresh outside air. There 
are exhausts located on the two laun- 
dry tumblers, which each drive some 
500 c.f.m. of heated air out of the 
room. 

For winter comfort, a steam coil 
is provided in the cooling coil in- 
stallation to permit use in winter 
without danger of freezing water in 
the water coil, when temperatures go 
below 32°. Even though temperatures 
very seldom reach this low in the 
central Texas city, the steam coil 
“stands by” to guard against sudden 
emergencies. 

No thermostat was used to control 
cooling. All cooling control is handled 
by a manually-operated valve. There 
are two thermostats on the system, 
which are entirely concerned with 
heat. The thermostat between the

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heating coil and the water cooling 
coil automatically operates a motor- 
ized steam valve in winter.

During the first summer of opera- 
tion, through 1952, absenteeism 
dropped off to almost zero, the Roose- 
velt management found, and there 
were many applications for positions 
in the institutional laundry at a time 
when workers are usually “at a 
premium.” Although undeniably ex- 
pensive, both from an installation and 


operational standpoint, the ability to - 


furnish laundry without interruption 
has made these costs worthwhile.

Cold Water 
Problems (1) 


QUESTION: 


What should be the lowest air 
temperatures surrounding domestic 
and commercial compressors ? 


ANSWER: 


There have been few problems in 
refrigeration service that have caused 
more trouble than this one. Operat- 
ing refrigerating equipment in a lo- 
cation that is at too low a tempera- 
ture during the fall, winter, or 
spring has been’ responsible for 
more complaints on the appearance 
and proper preservation of food and 
for more damaged compressors and 
noisy operation than any other one 
non-mechanical condition. 


It is often called the “cold-weather 
problem.” There are two parts, or 
phases, to this problem and they are 
so different that they could be con- 
sidered as two separate problems, al- 
though they are both the result of 
a cold location. 


REFRIGERATOR IN A COLD 
LOCATION 


One of the problems is due to the 
refrigerated cabinet being located in 
a place that is quite cool or even cold 
during the fall, winter, or spring 
seasons. This part of the problem, 
or problem in itself, whichever we 
choose to consider it, is fortunately 
not as frequently encountered as it 
used to be. 

Before the days of mechanical re- 
frigeration, the old-fashioned “butcher 
shop” had a walk-in cooler in which 
the meat was stored. Most of the 
meat came from a “slaughter 
house,”’ and it was usually at room 
temperature when received by the 
butcher. In fact, it often still had 
some of the animal’s body heat in it. 

The walk-in cooler was refriger- 
ated by ice in a bunker in the upper 
part of the cooler. If this bunker 
was kept well filled by putting in 
additional ice every day or so, the 
meat could be kept in very good con- 
dition for several days. 

Many of the old walk-ins were not 
too well insulated, and in some loca- 
tions ice deliveries were several 


days apart, but under favorable con- . 


ditions, temperatures of 40° could 
be maintained, but 45° was con- 


sidered rather good, and many 
butchers were lucky to keep the 
meats under 50° during summer 
weather. 

Trimming was a daily chore, and 
the loss of salable meat because of 
trimmage was an important part of 
the butcher’s cost. He tried to keep 
his turn-over high for trimmage was 
excessive on meat kept over a week. 
Aged steaks were wasteful because 
of the loss due to excessive trimmage. 


Display counters were not much 
more than ordinary glass counters in 
which the meat was displayed during 
the day time, but put back in the 
walk-in cooler overnight. There were, 
however, some cases known as 
“freezer cases” which had large end 
bunkers’ containing metal tanks. 
These tanks were loaded every day 
or so with a mixture of crushed ice 
and salt in alternate layers. The salt 
caused a lower melting point of the 
ice, so the tank was kept at about 
20°. As a result, the case could be 
kept quite cold, as cold in fact as it 
would normally be kept by mechani- 
cal refrigeration. 

They used a lot of ice and were 
expensive to maintain, for the cor- 
rosive ice and salt mixture required 
replacement of the tanks, drains, etc.

BUTCHER SHOP COLD IN 
WINTER 


During the winter, the butcher's 
refrigeration problems were much 
simplified. He just did not heat the 
butcher shop much, if at all. All 
bundled up, with a heavy sweater 
under his apron, he served his cus- 
tomers who themselves kept on their 
heavy overcoats, and after buying 
their meat quickly departed for 
warmer places. . 

In cool or cold weather, the butcher 
needed little ice for his walk-in 
cooler, and in fact, he kept a large 
part of his quarters, sides, loins, and 
other major portions of the carcasses, 
hung out in the open on a large rack 
equipped with hooks. As a customer 
selected a cut the butcher took down 
the quarter, cut off the steak, roast, 
etc., and then hung the quarter back 
upon the rack. 

When this butcher put in mechani- 
cal refrigeration, probably in the 
twenties, a bank of iron pipe coils 
was installed in the ice bunker and 
were connected to a machine usually 
about a %, %, or 1 hp., located in 
the back room or in the basement. 
Low pressure control was the rule. 

Lower temperatures were main- 
tained—generally 36° to 38°; meats 
could be kept longer and with less 
trimmage. Cost of operation of the 
machine was much less than that 
of ice, plus automatic and more con- 
stant temperature control, plus free- 
dom from the inconvenience of icing 
the cooler. 

In those early days, service calls 
were more frequent than today, but 
they were more than offset by the 
advantages derived from mechanical 
refrigeration, so the butcher was 
happy, especially in the summer. But 
when cool and colder weather came, 
some real trouble came with it. 

For years, the butcher had been 
accustomed to keeping his shop cold 
or at least chilly during the winter. 
In that way he took advantage of 
free refrigeration and saved ice. 
With mechanical refrigeration he 
still kept his shop chilly; partly from 
habit and partly to save electricity 
to operate the machine. 

With his shop at 40° to 50° or even 
lower, the heat load on the cooler 
was very low. The heat leakage was 
low and so was the service load from 
opening the doors. To further lessen 
the load, small slaughter houses 
began to disappear and butchers 
tended to buy their meats from pack- 
ing houses, who delivered the meat 
already chilled down to 40° or 50°. 


MACHINE LIGHTLY LOADED 
IN THE WINTER 
In fact, the heat load was so light 


in the winter that the machine needed 
to operate a total of only three or 


four hours a day—perhaps even less . 


—instead of 12 to 16 hours as in the 
summer, in order to keep the tem- 
perature down in the cooler. 

With either ice or the pipe coils, 
air circulation in the cooler was by 
“gravity”; that is, th air in contact 
with the ice or the cold coils was 
chilled and thus became heavier. 
Therefore, it dropped through the 
cold air flue, displacing some of the 
warmer, lighter air around the meat 
in the cooler. This warmer air, forced 
up through the warm air flue, then 
came into contact with the cold ice 
or coils, thus setting up “gravity 
circulation.” 

If, using ice, the bunker was kept 
well filled with ice, a continuous 
gravity circulation was maintained 
by the cold ice. If the ice supply was 
allowed to run low, less ice surface 
was presented to the air, so the air 
was not chilled as cold nor as 
rapidly. Consequently, the gravity 
circulation slowed down, and this was 
often evidenced by slime and mold 
forming on the meat, as well as 
higher temperatures in the cooler. 

A similar condition showed up in 
the winter, with mechanical refrig- 
eration. With the shop cold and the 
machine operating only a small part 
of the time, the coils were cold a 
very small part of the time for the 
coils were cold only when the ma- 
chine was running. 


POOR AIR CIRCULATION 
IN WINTER 


So with mechanical refrigeration, 
there was gravity circulation of air 
only when the machine was running 
and the coils were cold. With the 
machine off, the coils soon warmed 
up to a temperature very little below 
that of the air in the cooler, so there 
was no “driving force’ to cause 


gravity circulation during perhaps 20 
hours or more out of the 24 hours. 


SLIMY, MOLDY MEAT AND 
HIGHER TEMPERATURES 


Result, slimy and moldy meat due 
to poor air circulation nearly all of 
the 24 hours. During the summer, 
there was poor air circulation about 
1, or up to % of the time, but from 
% to % of the time with the ma- 
chine running, there was good air 
circulation, so the meat stayed in 
good condition. 

During the winter, with the load 
so light that the machine ran (and 
consequently the coils were cold) an 
insufficient percentage of the time, 
there was just not enough of the 
time when the air circulation was 
good. Consequently, the meat be- 
came slimy and moldy due to poor 
air circulation. 

Not only was the condition of the 
meat not good because of poor air 
circulation, but the air temperature 
in the cooler was much higher than 
during the summer. The reason for 
this was, of course, that with the 
air circulation so slow, the coils were 
very slow to warm up, for the slow 
air circulation did not bring up 
enough warm air to warm the coils 
very rapidly. 

With the machine started and 
stopped by low-pressure control, the 
low pressure was raised to the cut-in 
point by the evaporator warming. 
If, due to poor air circulation, the 
coils did not warm up readily nor 
rapidly, the low-pressure control did 
not cut in and start the machine 
even though the temperature of the 
air down in the cooler was higher 
than it should have been. 

Thus, due to the very low heat load 
in the winter, the mechanical refrig- 
eration system did not keep the 
cooler cold enough in the winter, 
and this was accompanied by the 
meat becoming slimy and moldy.

Cooling Unit Is “Complete Package’ 


DETROIT — An all-electric milk 
delivery cooling unit incorporating 
“an entirely new principle” of tem- 
porary and overload control is in 
production by Allen Cooler Div., Pro- 
duction Planning Co., here. 

The new unit was developed by 
Allen Cooler engineers working in 
collaboration with engineers of Gen- 
eral Electric Co. It was placed in 
production after exhaustive tests on 
milk routes in Milwaukee, Louisville, 
and Detroit, the company said. 

The unit employs the following G-E- 
engineered parts—alternator, recti- 
fier, voltage regulator, compressor 
drive motor, and evaporator motor— 
and, in addition, an Allen Cooler 
Div.-engineered overload control 
valve which works in conjunction 
with a thermostat for temperature 
control. 


NEW PRINCIPLE OF OVERLOAD 
CONTROL 


“This valve introduces the new 
principle of overload control by 
throttling the flow of refrigerant gas 
to the compressor whenever either 
the evaporator pressure or head 
pressure exceeds normal operating 
conditions,” the company explained. 

“Temperature is controlled by use 
of a thermostat working in conjunc- 
tion with the overload control valve. 
Whenever the desired temperature is 
obtained the thermostat permits the 
valve to again throttle the flow of 
refrigerant to the compressor, main- 
taining a constant refrigerant tem- 
perature in the evaporator.” 

Allen Cooler engineers point out 
that, under these conditions, the sys- 
tem is never allowed to overload; the 
compressor is always unloaded at 
starting; overloading of the com- 
pressor drive motor and the alterna- 
tor which powers it is eliminated. 


VALVE PROTECTS COMPRESSOR 
AND CONDENSER 


“Thus, the valve protects the com- 
pressor and condenser from danger- 
ous excess pressure, and the electri- 
cal system from overload,” it was 
pointed out. 

The alternator which supplies the 
over-the-road power is mounted on 
the engine and is belt driven. 

“An important characteristic of an 
alternator is that it produces suffi- 
cient current to operate the compres- 
sor and evaporator fan motors even 
when the truck engine is running at 
idling speed,” the company stated. 

“When the truck engine is not op- 
erating—as at night, for example— 
the unit can be operated on ordinary 
115-volt alternating current. This 
current is converted to 90-volt direct 
current by the rectifier, the same as 
the current from the alternator. The

compressor drive motor and evapo- 
rator fan motor are both designed 
for 90-volt direct current. 

On-the-job tests conducted with 
recording thermometers for leading 
dairies in Milwaukee, Louisville, and 
Detroit during last summer’s record- 
breaking heat wave amply demon- 
started the unit’s ability to maintain 
even temperature. 


TESTS CONDUCTED ON 
ACTUAL RUNS 


“In each city, a truck equipped 
with the Allen Cooler and a record- 
ing thermometer covered regular re- 
tail milk delivery routes. In each in- 
stance, the bulb of the recording 
thermometer was sealed in a bottle 
of milk in the center of the load. 

“Ambient temperatures as shown 
by official weather bureau records 
were 100° or more. Number of door 
openings per trip ranged from 175 
to 200. Yet, in all cases, the recording 
thermometer showed a temperature 
change of less than 1° in the bottle 
of milk in which the bulb was placed.

Two New Bills Entered at 
Albany To Cut Death Traps 


ALBANY, N. Y.—Two bills re- 
cently introduced by state legislators 
would make it illegal to possess re- 
frigerators and certain other house- 
hold devices manufactured after next 
July 1 unless they were equipped 
with a mechanism for opening them 
from the inside. 

Introduction of the bills brought to 
six the number of measures now be- 
fore the Legislature that are de- 
signed to stop deaths of children 
trapped inside abandoned refrigera- 
tors and other appliances. The other 
four bills would prohibit the dis- 
carding of such appliances without 
removing the hinges or locking de- 
vices. 

Sen. MacNeil Mitchell of New York 
and Assemblyman Elisha T. Barrett 
of Brightwaters, L. I., who.introduced 
the latest two bills, said the wave 
of child deaths in abandoned refrig- 
erators in recent months made such 
legislation necessary. 

They said the Joint Legislative 
Committee on Interstate Cooperation 
may ask other states to pass similar 
legislation so there would be a uni- 
form law on the matter throughout 
the country.
